In  the  company  profile  section  each  company  provided  information  on  its  address,  head  office 
and  branch  offices  if  any,  principal  officers,  (either  at  head  office  or  in  Alberta),  the  date  it 
was  established  and  a range  for  the  number  of  employees  in  Alberta.

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SUMMARY  OF  THE  SURVEY  OF 
THE  SOFTWARE  INDUSTRY  IN  ALBERTA 


INTRODUCTION 

During  1985,  Alberta  Economic  Development,  commissioned  Axion  Spatial  Imaging  Ltd.,  to 
conduct  a survey  of  the  software  industry  in  Alberta,  and  to  produce  a directory  of 
software  firms  in  the  province.  To  that  end,  some  950  firms  in  all  fields  of  computing  and 
related  service  industries,  such  as  hardware  vendors,  time-sharing  service  companies, 
consulting  firms  and  others,  were  surveyed  through  a mail-out  questionnaire. 

Some  224  firms  responded  to  the  four-part  survey,  208  replies  were  used  for  the  calculations 
and  directory,  the  remaining  16  were  received  too  late  for  inclusion.  This  figure,  represents 
about  70  per  cent  of  all  the  actual  software  firms  operating  in  Alberta  in  1985,  estimated  at 
about  300  firms. 

From  the  survey  results,  a well-defined  picture  of  the  state  of  the  Software  Industry  in 
Alberta  can  be  discerned. 


• About  300  firms  participate  or  have  direct  involvement  in  software  development  and 
production. 


• The  total  revenues  generated  directly  from  software  product  sales  of  these  firms  is 
estimated  at  between  $45  to  $81  million.  Processing  services  accounted  between  $44  to 
$73  million  and  professional  services  between  $78  to  $114  million. 

• Exports  of  software  products  out  of  Alberta  were  an  estimated  $21  to  $36  million,  or 
about  47  per  cent  of  total  software  sales. 


• The  firms  surveyed  represent  some  884  persons  employed  in  software  development  out 
of  a total  of  4,637  employees,  or  about  19% of  the  total  personnel. 

• It  is  estimated  that  in  1985,  some  1,300  Albertans  were  involved  directly  or  indirectly 
in  the  software  development  industry. 

• Sixty  one  per  cent  of  the  firms  surveyed  were  owned  wholly  by  Albertans,  31  per  cent 
by  other  Canadians,  while  only  3.8  per  cent  were  U.S.  owned,  the  rest  being  controlled 
by  a combination  of  Albertan,  other  Canadians  and  U.S.  interests. 

• 63  per  cent  of  the  firms  surveyed  operate  with  less  than  seven  employees,  while  about 
37  per  cent  operate  with  one  to  three  employees. 
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• In  1985,  the  average  firm  produced  revenue  from  software  products  alone  between 
$150,000  to  $270,000  within  Alberta,  and  exported  between  $71,000  to  $120,000  to 
other  provinces,  the  U.S.  and  the  rest  of  the  world. 


• The  surveyed  firms  are  predominantly  young  with  over  45  per  cent  of  the  firms  less 
than  five  years  old. 


• 54%  of  the  firms  are  Calgary  based,  39%  Edmonton  based,  and  7%  are  based  in  other 
centres. 


• Some  273  software  product  types  were  identified  and  divided  into  seven  major 
categories. 

• Business-based  software  was  by  far  the  most  common,  followed  by  system  software  and 
scientific  and  engineering  software. 


SOME  HIGHLIGHTS  FROM  THE  SURVEY 

A few  of  the  results  from  the  survey  are  highlighted  below. 

1.  GEOGRAPHIC  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FIRMS 

From  the  addresses  given,  the  distribution  of  firms  by  geographic  location  was  predominantly 
Edmonton  and  Calgary-based,  accounting  for  over  82  per  cent  of  all  firms  surveyed.

6.  REVENUES 

The  average  revenue  per  firm  from  all  Alberta  sales  for  1985  was  between  $978,667  and 
$1,544,800,  of  which  software  products  accounted  for  $150,885  to  $269,654.  This 
represents  between  15.4  to  17.4  per  cent  of  company  sales.
